servation subjects. 

The most recent of spectacular "capers" of the object is the 
landing in the pasture of the Raleigh Nix home at Lexington. Phil 
Nix saw the object about 11:39 p.m., called his brother Mike, then 
hts parents and sister.

' An object that is apparently the same as the one seen at 
Lexington, has been spotted in various other sections, including 
Wheeler Dam and Cherokee. But it has been spotted most 
frequently at the Lexington garbage dump. 

* A Sheffield resident watched an object liqzag from the west to 
Rteeast Friday r.ght. Sne described it as beinq red and blue when-it 
was first sighted, then appearing to be a bright light as it got fur¬ 
ther away. 

Most observers say'thal the object "qoes a short distance, 
hovers, then moves on for a shorl distance |ust as fhouqh someone 
had given it a shove, hkc a balloon when you hit it upward with Ihe 
palm of your hand." 

Among the persons who have reported seeing the object for the 
first time lacently is Wilsey Mashburn publisher of a weekly 
‘arwspaper. Suburban News.

A Country Western performer, 
Johnny Sands, claims he talked to 
UFO creatures in a frightening 
encounter on a lonely desert road 
near Las Vegas, Nevada, and he 
passed his lie detector test. 

Johnny Sands reported two 
“gray-skinned aliens used a 
strange force to render him im¬ 
mobile and then asked him a 
series of questions.” 

He described them as humanoid 
in appearance with small, close- 
set eyes. Instead of ears, he said 
they had vertical openings which' 
pulsated like the gills of a fish. 

He said the confrontation hap¬ 
pened moments after he spotted a 
hugh UFO with flashing lights 
while driving on a deserted road 
15 miles S of Las Vegas. A 
mysterious force made his car 
stall, he said, and the two 
creatures approached him out of 
the darkness. 

“I v/as scared to death,” said 
Sands. “But I grew more calm as 
they talked to me and I realized 
they meant no harm.” 

Sands passed a polygraphy test 
following the incident. Examiner 
R. L. Nolen, of Las Vegas, said the 
test showed no evidence of decep¬ 
tion and Sands was telling the 
truth in his answers to questions 
about the encounter. 

Leo Sprinkle, a psychologist 
from the U of Wyoming, an 
investigator for APRO, witnessed 
the test. 

Sands said the aliens were 
between five-feet-seven and five- 
feet-nine and weighed about 145 
pounds. They were completely 
bald, had no facial hair, and stared 
at him through close-set black 
eyes with white pupils. 

“Their voices had a hollow 
sound and their speech was slow, 
like a robot on TV.” They spoke to 
him in English, but communicated 
with each other silently. He said 
they might have been 300 or 400 
years old. 

The meeting took place after 10 
PM January 29th. He saw the 
flashing lights in the sky, his car

UFO's SIGHTED IN 
FLORIDA NEAR DAWN 

A retired Navy man and former 
civilian worker at Cape Canav¬ 
eral, Charled Heitmeyer of Key 
West, Fla., believes he can 
recognize and airplane or missle 
when he sees one. 

But the three objects “hovering 
and bobbing” in the sky, then 
racing off into the clouds which he 
and his wife saw before dawn last 
January, were neither. 

Heitmeyer described the ob¬ 
jects as looking like “upside dow n 
soup bowls” with square lighted 
windows rimming the bottom and 
orange flames bathing them from 
underneath. 

“At first they were hovering 
and bobbing, and then when 
moved out they were gone,” he 
said. 

Mrs. Heitmeyer said she ob¬ 
served them aoout three minutes 
before waking her husband. 

Both said the object? moved 
slowly from SW to NE, then sud¬ 
denly accelerated rapidly, split¬ 
ting from formation and disap¬ 
peared in clouds.
